The  distribution  of  the  force  is  shown  by  Table  I.  On 
November  30  there  were  twenty-six  vacancies  ;  viz  ,  one 
sergeant  and  twenty-five  patrolmen.  During  the  year  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  ofBcers  were  appointed  (including 
eight^'-eight  reserve  men),  eighteen  discharged,  ten  resigned, 
six  retired  on  pension  and  eleven  died.  (See  Tables  II. 
and'lll.) 

Franklin  C.  Irving,  clerk  to  the  Board,  resigned  March 
31,  1888,  on  account  of  ill  health.  Mr.  Irving  entered  the 
service  of  the  city  in  1875  as  a  clerk  in  the  City  Clerk's 
ofEce.  In  1878  he  was  transferred  to  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners' otiice,  and  in  1883  was  appointed  clerk  to  the  Board. 
In  1885  ho  was  again  appointed  clerk  to  the  present  Board, 
and  continued  to  fill  the  office  acceptably  until  his  health 
failed,  and  he  was  compelled  to  relinquish  his  duties.  Mr. 
Irving  was  an  industrious,  faithful  and  conscientious  officer, 
and  his  retirement  from  the  public  service  was  deeply 
regretted. 

Mr.  Thomas  Ryan  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  Mr.  Irving's  resignation.  Mr  Ryan  entered  the  service 
Feb.  1,  1869,  as  a  patrolman  ;  was  promoted  to  be  sergeant 
July,  1877,  and  appointed  properly  cleik  May  I'J,  1880; 
was  appointed  clerk  to  the  superintendent  March  6,  1883, 
and  served  in  that  capacity  until  appointed  clerk  to  the 
Board  April  1,  1888,  at  which  time  the  office  of  clerk  to 
the  Superintendent  was  abolished. 

Chief  Inspector  O.  M.  Hanscom  was  discharged  July  5, 
1888,  and  Capt.  Benjamin  P.  Eldridge  was  promoted  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Capt.  Lyford  Vf.  Graves  died  Feb.  10,  1888,  after  a  ser- 
Tice  of  thirty-three  years  on  the  force.  He  was  appointed 
on  the  force  June  11,  1855;  promoted  sergeant  Feb.  9, 
1857  ;  promoted  lieutenant  Juno  9,  1866  ;  promoted  captain 
Aug.  3,  1874. 

Lieut.  Fred  I.  Dinsmore  died  July  19,  1888,  after  a  ser- 
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vice  of  niiio  years  on  the  force.  Ho  was  appointed  patrol- 
man Juno  25,  1879;  promoted  sergeant  Oct.  31,  1«85 ; 
promoted  lieutenant  July  12,  1888. 

Inspector  of  Pawnbrokers  William  H.  McCausland  was 
retired  March  31,  1888.  InsiHjctor  Dennis  A.  Mountain  was 
dischar«red  Oct.  20,  1888.  Inspector  George  O.  Kichardson 
w:is  relired  Aug.  10,  1888.  ijergeant  Philip  E.  Clark  was 
discharged  Jan.  18,  1888. 

Lieuts.  Lawrence  Cain,  George  A.  Walker  and  Richard 
F.  Irish  were  promoted  to  be  captains,  their  respective  stand-

average  amount  of  property  stolen  in  and  out  of  the  city,  j 

which  was  recovered  by  the  Boston  police,  was  $115,252.99  ;  I 

the  amount  recovered  in  1888  was  $84,356.76,  or  $30,896.23 
less  than  the  average. 

The  average  amount  of  fines  imposed  by  the  courts  was 
$85,343.89;  in  1888  the  amount  w.is  $157,252.99,  or 
$71.9(19.10  more  lluin  the  average.  The  average  number  of 
days'  attendance  in  court  was  22,154;  in  1888  there  were 
31,015,  or  8,861  more  than  the  average.  The  average 
amount  of  witness  fees  earned  was  $21,543.47  ;  in  1888  the 
amount  was  $7  001.26  more  than  the  average.  Table  X, 
gives  these  figures  in  detail. 

The  department  made  thirty-six  raids  on  gambling-houses,  i 

and  seized  property  to  the  amount  of  $955.  The  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  riiids,  as  compared  with  former  years,  is 
not  due  to  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  gambling-places, 
or  to  lack  of  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  police,  but  is 
owing  to  the  fact  that  wai rants  can  be  procured  only  under 
exceptional  circumstances.  Gambling-places  are  now  known 
as  "  social  and  literary  clubs,"  and,  being  protected  by  char- 
ters from  the  Commonwealth,  magistrates  will  not  grant 
warrants  ag:iinst  them  except  upon  the  testimony  of  persons 
who  have  lost  money  by  gambling. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
days' attendance  in  court,  and  the  severe  tax  it  imposes  upon 
the  police.  If  some  measure  could  be  adopted  to  facilitate 
the  disposal  of  numerous  cases  of  trivial  misdemeanors 
which  now  consume  an  amount  of  time  altogether  out  of 
proportion  to  their  importance,  it  would  be  a  relief  to  the 
police,  as  well  as  in  the  line  of  justice  and  humanity. 

The  Board  renews  the  recommendation  contained  in  its 
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Inst  report,  th.it  a  public  prosecutor  be  appointed  to  nssist 
the  department  in  the  lower  courts,  or  that  authority  be 
given  to  employ  counsel  in  cases  where  legal  assistance  la 
required.

Licenses. 

The  total  number  of  licenses  issued  of  all  kinds,  except 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor,  was  18,378;  transferred, 
63;  cancelled,  774.  The  officers  investigated  1,5(54  com- 
plaints arising  under  these  licenses.  The  fees  collected  and 
paid  into  the  city  treasury  amounted  to  $36,000.75.  (See 
Table  XII.)

Ambulance  No.  3  made  74  runs,  and  conveyed  42 
persons  to  the  hospitals,  19  home  and  7  to  other  places.

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Soup  for  (he  Poor. 
By  request  of  the  city  council,  the  department  undertook 
the  preparation  and  issuance  of  soup  to  the  poor  of  the  city. 
The  time  of  distribution  was   from  January  27  to  April   6, 
inclusive,  a  period  of  seventy  days.

Total  number  November  30,  1,789,  or  one  to  every  223  of 
the  population,  and  140  less  than  in  1887.  Of  these,  1,199 
are  licensed  to  sell  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  or  one  to 
every  333  of  the  population.

Arrests  for  dniiikcnncss  avernged  63  per  day  during  the 
year,  or  5|  per  cent,  of  the  population.*  There  were  3,903 
more  iK-r^ons'ancsled  than  in  18y7,  an  increase  of  20j'5  per 
cent. ;  41  j^j,-  per  cent,  of  the  arrested  persons  were  non-resi- 
dents, and  55  per  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth.  Five  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  persons  were  arrested  for  violating  the  liquor 
law,  of  whicii  71 1  jior  cent,  were  of  foreign  birth. 

There  seems  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  Board 
has  power  to  transfer  a  liquor  license  from  one  lociility  to 
another.  This  power  has  been  exercised  by  the  several 
licensiag  lK)ards,  and  the  legality  of  their  action  has  never 
been  te=-ted ;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  question  has  been  raised, 
it  would  seem  advisable  that  it  should  be  settled  by  legisla- 
tion. There  are  many  cases  where  it  is  proper  that  a  license 
should  l>e  transferred  ;  as,  for  instance,  where  a  building  is 
destroyed  by  fire,  or  demolished  for  street  widenings,  etc.; 
and  the  licensing  board  should  have  the  discretionary  power 
to  meet  such  cases. 

Several  licensed  persons  died  during  the  year ;  and,  as 
there  is  no  provision  to  the  contrary,  the  licenses  terminated 
with  the  decease  of  the  licensees.  In  many  ctises  the 
amount  which  could  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  a  license, 
or  the  privilege  of  continuing  business  under  it  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  year,  would  be  of  great  I>enefit  to  the  family  of 
the  deceased.  The  Board  recommends  such  legislation  as 
will  provide  for  relief  in  cases  of  this  kind. 

Buildings. 
The  new  Back  Bay  station-house  was  completed  and 
turned  over  to  the  department,  and  is  now  known  as  Station 
It!.  This  building  is  in  all  respects  far  superior  to  any 
other  stalion-house  in  the  city,  both  in  regard  to  its  archi- 
tectural appearance  and. its  adaptation  to  police  business. 

*  PopaUtion  estimated  at  -100,000. 
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No  progress  hits  been  niaile  in  providing  a  new  station- 
house  for  Division  1,  or  stables  for  Divisions  11  and  13. 

The  request  of  the  Board  for  additional  room  in  Station- 
house  13  was  not  granted.  This  station-house  has  no  guard- 
room, as  it  became  necessary  to  take  the  room  used  for  that 
purpose  for  a  bedroom.  The  room  now  occupied  by  the 
inuniciiJal  court  ought  to  be  taken  for  police  inuposes,  and 
the  court  removed  to  other  quarters. 

FiNAXCTAL. 

Requisitions  were  made  on  the  City  Council  for  the  sum 
of  $1,1211,917.96  to  meet  the  running  expenses  of  the 
department  for  the  present  financial  year,  for  $48,500  for 
establishing  Division  IG,  and  for  $23,524  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  police  matrons  and  house  of  detention.  The 
City  Council  appropriated  $1,181,972. 

Tlie  total  expenditures  for  police  purposes  during  the  year, 
including  liquor  license  expenses,  but  exclusive  of  the  cost 
of  signal  system,  was  $1,143,340.63.  From  this  should  be 
deducted  the  amount  received  for  uniform  cloth,  etc.,  and 
paid  into  the  treasury,  $8,857.77,  leaving  the  net  cost  of 
maintaining  the  department  $1,134, 488. SC. 

The  total  revenue  paid  into  the  city  treasury  from  fees  for 
licenses  over  which  the  police  had  supervision  was  $670,- 
507.87.     (See  Table  XV.) 

The  total  payments  on  account  of  the  police  signal  sj's- 
tem  amount  to  $85,459.75.      (Sec  Table  XVI.) 

Pexsioxs  and  Benefits. 

On  the  1st  of  December,  1887,  there  were  seventy-six  pen- 
;  sioners    on  the    roll.     During  the  year  four  died,   and  six 

j  were  added,  viz.,  two  inspectors  and  four  patrolmen,  leav- 

\  iug  seventy-eight  on  the  roll  at  date.     A  list  of  pensioners 

I  will  be  found  in  Table  XVII. 

The  pensions  now  amount  to  $29,257.46  per  annum. 
The  invested  fund  of  the  Police   Charitable  Fund   on  the 
1st  of  May,  1888,  amounted  to  $178,450  ;  cash  in  treasury, 
$522.51 ;    income    unexpended,    $2',557.88.      There    were 
forty-eight  beneficiaries. 
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Tlic  invested  fund  of  the  Police  Relief  Association  now 
amounts  to  $24,:;9I.S8.  The  payments  for  the  year 
amounted  to  $17,001.73. 

Police  Signal  System. 

In  its  last  rejiort  ihc  Board  of  Police  staled  that  the   line 
in  Division  5  was  l>eing  built,  and  a  contract  had  been  made 
with  the  Municipal  Signal  Company  for  furnishing  a  system 
for  that  division,  and  also  that  the  s^'stcm  of  the  Gamcwell 
Police  Signal  Company  was  on  trial  in  Division  4.     The  work 
in  Division  5  was  completed,  and  the  system  put  into  opera- 
tion   Feb.  9,   1888.     The  Gamewell  system  in  Division  4 
failed  to  give  satisfaction,  and,  as  the  constant  attewLince  of 
three  operators  was  necessary,  the  expense  of  oi»eratiiig  was 
much  greater  than  that  of  the  other  system  in  which   the 
use  of  automatic  signalling  apparatus  rendered  the  jK-'rvices 
of  openitors  uuneccssar}'.    An  expression  of  the  di«.*atUfaction 
of  the  Board  with  the  apparatus  was  met  bj-  an  offer  from  the 
Gamewell  Company  to  furnish  a  system  siuiihir  to  that  of  the 
Municipal  Company's ;  and  a  model  sy^tem,  apparent!}'  pro- 
ducing the  same  results  as  the  latter  company's  sy*tc-m,  was 
exhibited  to  the  Board  hy  the  Gamewell  Corapan}'.     In  view 
of  these  conflicting  claims,  and  the  fact  also  that  there  were 
other  police  signal  s^'stems  on  the  market,  the  Board  decided 
to  advertise  for  propos:ils  for  equipping  four  divi.*ions  with 
a  sj'stcm  which  would  embody  certain  features  arwi  produce 
certain  results  in  accordance  with  speciticationa  trbicb  were 
prepared  after  a  careful  study  of  the  subject.     In  response 
to  the  advertisement  two  bids  were  received,  one  from   the 
Gamewell  Company  and  the  other  from  the  3Ianicipal  Com- 
pany.    The  hitter's  bid,  being  the  lowest,  was  accepted,  and 
a  contract  made  for  equipping  Divisions  3,  4,  9  aod  15.     It 
should  bo  stated  that  the  Board  examined  several  other  sisr- 
ual  systems  besides  those  which  were  in  operation  here,  but 
none  of  them  promised  special  merit  or  seemed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  police  service.     Later  in  the  year  another 
contract  was  made  with  the  ^Municipal  Signal  Company  for 
equipping  six  or  more  divisions,  upon  the  same  terms  as  the 

first  contract.  ,    ' 

-«ilcy, 
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Up  to  date  lines  Iiavc  been  Iniilt  in  Divisions  1,3,  4,  5,  7, 
9,  10,  II,  14  and  15,  the  total  length  being  135^  miles,  and 
the  average  co5.t  $110.49  per  mile.  Divisions  3,  4,  5,  9  and 
15  have  been  fully  eqiiip[)cd.  Diviriion  4  commenced  with 
the  Municipal  s\stem  -May  Ki,  with  31  boxes;  Division  5 
went  into  operation  February  9,  with  33  boxes;  Division 
15,  June  IC,  with  25  boxes;  Division  9,  November  4,  with 
33  boxes. 

Iinildings  were  hired  in  Divisions  1,  4  and  5,  and  altered 
into  wagon-houses.  In  Division  3  a  lot  of  land  on  Joy 
Street  close  to  the  station-house  was  hired  from  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  and  a  wagon-house  erected  thereon.  In 
Divisions  9  and  15  wagon-houses  were  erected  on  the  station- 
house  lots.  In  Division  10  a  portion  of  the  old  pump- 
ing-?lation  on  Kiinwood  Street  was  hired  from  the  water 
deiiartnient,  and  is  now  being  convei'ted  into  a  wagon- 
house.  Taiilo  X\'I.  shows  the  amount  expended  on  account 
of  the  signal  system  to  date. 

During  the  3ear  the  wagons  made  10,065  runs,  covering 
an  aggregate  distance  of  7,358  miles.  Ten  thousand  two 
hunihed  and  eighty-one  prisoners  were  conveyed  to  the 
stalioii-housc,  2G9  injured  and  insane  persons  were  taken  to 
the  slalion-house,  the  hos[)ital  or  their  homes,  and  87  lost 
children  weie  taken  to  the  station-house.  There  were  52,- 
76ii  telephone  calls  and  393,954  "  on  duty"  calls  sent  over 
the  lines.      (See  Table  XVIII  ) 

The  oflice  of  Director  of  Signal  Service  was  created,  and 
Lieut.  Henry  O.  Goodwin,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  work  of 
construction  from  the  lieginning,  was  assigned  to  that  otEce. 
Mr.  Henry  A.  Chase  was  appointed  electrician,  and  ^Messrs. 
John  W'eigel  and  Frank  A.  Richardson  were  appointed  in- 
spectors. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  cour- 
teous assistance  given  l)y  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
Capt.  B.  S.  Flanders,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarms,  Mr. 
Hugli  J.  Tolaud,  Superintendent  of  Lamps,  and  other  city 
otHcials,  in  putting  in  the  system,  and  also  to  acknowledge 
the  kindness  of  the  several  telegraph,  telephone  and  electric 
light  companies  in  granting  permission  to  attach  the  signal 
^  to  their  fixtures. 
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The  Board  respectfully  recincsts  that  the  pfilice  patrol 
wagoiM  and  ambulances  l)C  given  tlie  right  of  way  in  the 
public  streets. 

IIocsE  OF  Detention'. 

In  coosequence  of  ohjcctions  from  owners  of  property  in 
the  viciahy  of  the  E^t  Street  school-house  the  city  council 
declined  to  allow  the  use  of  that  building  for  a  bou.se  of  de- 
tentioo.  An  effort  w":i3  then  made  to  obtain  ibe  old  school- 
bouse  on  Hudson  Street,  l)at  without  success.  Xo  other 
public  buildings  seemed  available,  and  an  uusacc«S'«fuI  elTort 
was  nude  to  find  a  building  in  the  proper  locsility  which 
could  I«e  hired  and  altered  over  for  the  puq)o~e.  Mc-anwhile 
the  Board,  by  an  order  dated  July  9,  1S8^,  esta!»U^hcd  the 
house  t-f  detention  temp^mirily  in  the  cit}'  prison,  and  ajv 
pointetl  the  neoessarj-  officers.  Since  that  date  all  women 
arrested  in  Divisions  1,  2.  3,  t  and  5  have  leen  tent  there 
immcdtilely,  and  cared  for  b}-  persons  of  tlicir  own  h<^x. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  estal)li-h  ibe  h  um;  of 
dc-tcntiod  penuanently  in  the  now  Court  House,  when  that 
building  is  completed,  and  the  Court  House  Conuuis-ioners 
are  maJdng  necessary  provision  therefor.  Il  is  expected 
that  thic  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  the 
coming  year. 

Emehigexcy  Cases. 

Xo  emergency  lectures  were  given  to  the  police  during 
the  year,  but  the  v.alue  of  the  instruction  gi\ea  to  the  force 
in  procieding  years  has  been  exemplified  on  many  occa-ions. 
The  following  record  of  cases  in  which  the  police  bare  ren- 
dered first  aid  is  tjiken  from  the  report  of  the  !Mas^chusetts 
Emcrge«ry  and  Hygiene  Association  for  18'iS:  — 

Station  1  gives  the  case  of  a  man  whose  hand  was  blown 
off  by  aa  explosion  ;  the  officers  applied  the  toamiquet  until 
the  arriral  of  the  doctor.  Captain  Dawson  and  I'iitnolmeu 
Beach  aad  Doherty  administered  restoratives  to  four  jiersons 
rescued  from  drowning,  and  Patrolman  Lewis  was  of  much 
service  ia  a  different  case. 

Statioo  2  reiMJrts  six  cases  treated  by  Lieatentaut  Weir ; 
nine  by  Sergeant  Daly ;  four  each  by  Patrolmen  Cloutman 
and  Cax^y;  ibree  by  Patrolman  Walkins ;  two  each  !»y 
Patroltaen  Glyun,  ^\'hite,  Burns,  Stuart,  Maccabe,  Ccnicy, 
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Kuliy,  Sloan,  Clark,  and  one  each  by  Sergeant  Lyons  and 
Patiohneii  CNeil,  Rankin,  Suan,  Mayncs,  Waits,  GialiMni, 
Monisscy,  Cm-tin,  Kesselbulh,  Carc}',  "Wilson,  Zaiin, 
Bhukiey,  While,  Jcnks,  Engiy,  Watts,  Monciiefl",  Shea, 
Ciiroy,  Coolidgo,  Duller.  The  cases  assisted  Ijy  llicso  men 
were  bruises,  cnts,  tits,  sjirains,  and  other  injuries  ;  some 
more  serious,  as  of  fractures  or  dislocations. 

Station  3  gives  twenty-four  cases  of  aid  bestowed,  the 
most  notable  of  which  were  the  application  of  splints  of  thin 
w(iod,  Ijound  on  with  a  handkerchief,  to  a  broken  leg,  by 
Patrolman  Brick  ley  ;  and  two  cases  in  which  the  life  of  per- 
sons who  had  attempted  suicide  w;is  saved  by  artificial 
respiration,  pcrlbrnicd  by  Lieuteniint  Gaskin.  Both  men 
were  complimented  i)y  the  doctors. 

Station  .5  had  one  case,  in  which  Patrolman  Xewcomb 
bandaged  a  broken  leg,  and  made  the  patient  comfortable 
for  removal  to  the  hospital. 

Station  6.  P.itrolinen  Smith  and  Mullen  found  a  man 
with  compound  fracture  of  leg,  bone  protruding  ;  they  im- 
provised splints  from  a  barrel  head,  applied  them  to  the  leg, 
and  carried  him  to  the  City  Hospital.  In  a  similar  case 
Patrolman  Mann  made  splints  from  the  staves  of  a  nail- 
keg.  Lieutenant  Wyman  dressed  three  cases  of  wounds  ; 
Lieutenant  Goodwin  and  Patrolmen  Breunick  and  Fern;dd 
assisted  in  a  case  of  hemorrhage,  using  the  tourniquet,  and 
Patrolman  Knowlton  restored  a  woman  to  fonsciousness. 

Station  7  states  a  case  of  resustitalion  fnun  drowning  by 
P.itrolman  Clegg  ;  of  scalp  wound  dressed  by  Captain  Lam- 
bert ;  and  six  cases  where  the  attending  physicians  were 
assi?ted  by  Sergeants  Blanchard,  Ilofl'man  and  Todd,  and 
Patrolmen  O'Neil,  Clegg  and  Libby. 

Station  8  gives  four  cases  in  which  Captain  Goold,  Lieu- 
tenant Swan  and  Patrolmen  Murphy,  Deering,  Adams,  Jack- 
son and  Russell  were  of  service. 

Station  9  has  four  cases  of  assistance  rendered  by  Lieu- 
tenant Briggs  ;  five  by  Sergeant  Hunt;  two  each  by  Patrol- 
men Lyons,  Felker,  Green  and  Dever;  and  one  each  by 
Patrolmen  Quiidan,  Kellcy,  Karcher,  Blake,  IMaxwell, 
Shechan,  Copcland,  Xens,  Gaddis,  Coleman,  Brown,  Gately, 
Metzger,  Bailey,  Hubbard  and  Dean.     These  cases  included 
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wounds  dressed,  sprains  biiiulagcd,  and  fits  and  sunstrokes 
iu  '.vhiili  rcstoritivi's  were  applied. 

Slat  ion  10  reports  one  ea>!c  of  injury  cared  for  by  Lieu- 
tenant Curran  ;  tiiree  by  Lieutenant  Spear,  in  one  of  which 
splints  and  bandages  were  applied.  Wounds  and  fits  were 
treated  by  Sergeant  Hitchcock,  and  Patrolmen  Patterson. 
Moore  and  Aldrich.  Patrolman  Kenney  administered  large 
doses  of  salt  and  water  to  a  woman  who  had  taken  "  rough 
on  r.ats." 

Station  12  presents  four  cases  cared  for  by  Patrolman 
Sanfortl,  in  two  of  which  bandages  and  si)lints  were  u-ed. 
Sergeant  Tighe  and  Patrolmen  Sanborn,  O'Brien,  Xagle, 
Dowd  and  Berry  were  also  of  service.  Patrolmen  Shaugh- 
nessey  and  Lombard  saved  the  life  of  a  woman  bv  the 
Sylve.-«ter  method.  Patrolmen  Carey  and  Dix  bandaged 
and  ajjplied  splints  to  a  l)rokcn  leg  before  taking  the  person 
to  tile  h<)S[)ital.  Li  this  case,  as  in  many  others,  the  doctors 
pronounced  the  "job  well  done." 

Station  13  reports  thirteen  cases  of  aid  last  year,  beside 
the  help  given  after  a  railway  accident,  in  which  Captain 
Vinal,  Lieutenant  Haines  and  Sergeant  McCausland,  with 
several  patrolmen,  were  of  great  service.  This  year  are 
reported  five  cases  of  scalp  wounds,  treated  by  Sergeant 
Ellis.  Patrolmen  Qtiigley  and  Fuller  attended  to  broken 
limbs,  Patrolnian  Bodeuschatz  to  a  fit,  P.itrolman  Sullivan 
to  internal  injuries,  and  Patrolmen  Coburu  and  Blackburn 
rendiTcd  as>i:^l;ince  in  two  cases. 

Station  14  reports  sixteen  cases  of  assistance  rendered; 
Patrolmen  Hall  and  Walker  having  shown  especial  skill  in  a 
case  of  fracture,  and  Patrolman  Wright  in  a  case  where  a 
severe  cut  w.xs  received  in  the  head.  Patrolman  Jones 
rescued  a  man  from  an  excavation  sixteen  feet  deep,  carried 
him  home,  and  told  his  mother  how  to  take  care  of  him. 
When  the  doctor  arrived  he  prescribed  continuance  of  the 
same  treatment.  Patrolman  AValker  found  a  man  with  his 
leg  broken  I>etween  the  knee  and  ankle ;  he  placed  a  com- 
press over  the  break,  and  then  applied  splints  made  from 
shingles ;  the  doctor,  who  by  that  time  had  arrived,  found 
he  was  not  obliged  to  alter  the  bandage.  Patrolman  Bates 
rendered  im[iortant  service  iu  a  case  of  a  dislocated  elbow, 
hich  had  at  first  escaped  the  doctor's  notice. 
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Station  15.  Sergeant  Diirgin  in  one  case,  Patrolman 
Stboltielil  in  two  cases,  and  Patrolman  Ringer  in  one  case, 
applied  splints  and  bandages  in  cases  of  fracture  and  removed 
palients  to  the  hospital.  The  latter  also  rendered  similar 
assistance  another  time,  and  took  the  patient  to  her  home. 
Patrolman  Moore  applied  the  tonrniquct  and  arrested  the 
flow  of  blood  when  a  man  canght  his  leg  in  the  bight  of  a 
rope,  severing  it  below  the  knee.  Patrolman  Faunce  res- 
cued a  man  from  drowning  and  restored  him  to  conscious- 
ness;  and,  on  another  occasion,  when  a  man  fell  and  was 
carried  home  b}'  his  fellow  employees,  Faunce  visited  him, 
and,  finding  he  had  Itroken  his  leg,  applied  splints  and  band- 
ages and  sent  him  to  the  hospital.  Sergeant  Evans  and 
Patrolman  O'Brien  each  restored  a  person  in  a  fit.  In  the 
following  cases  ph3'sicians  were  called  to  the  places  where 
the  accidents  happened,  the  police  rendering  assi.>tance : 
Scrjreant  Johnston  assisted  in  one  case  of  a  fit,  in  another  of 
injur}-  to  hip  and  leg;  Patrolman  Heenan,  in  one  case  of 
burns,  and  in  another  of  injury  to  the  head  and  back; 
Patrolman  Moore  stopped  a  flow  of  blood  by  pressure  of  his 
finger  until  the  doctor  came,  when  a  man  attempted  suicide. 

Conclusion'. 
In  concluding,  it  is  proper  that  the  efficiency  of  the  force 
during  the  year  should  be  recognized  and  commended.  As 
the  city  grows  in  area  and  population  the  duties  of  the  police 
increase,  and  the  demands  for  their  services  multiply.  New 
opportunities  are  open  to  the  idle  and  vicious  classes,  and 
necessiUite  augmented  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  force.  It 
is  a  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  record  of 
the  department  during  the  past  year  shows  that  the  vigilance 
and  activity  of  its  members  have  increased  with  the  demands 
made  upon  them,  and  that  they  have  shown  a  commendable 
desire  to  do  their  full  duty  at  all  times  and  under  all  circum- 
stances.
